Canton, O., April 11.—In the pres- 


ence of 1,200 people, Senator Joseph 
B. Foraker at the auditorium here 
Wednesday night delivered an address 
in which he defended his action as a 
servant of the people of Ohio, and he 
declared he is willing to abide by their 
decision in the future. The occasion 
of the address was the annual banquet 
of the Canton hoard of trade. Senator 
Foraker was down on the program to 
deliver an address on "Civic Pride," 
but his speech was largely directed to 
his work as senator and a declaration 
that he means always to do his best 
in his own way. 
He was received 


with enthusiasm as he stepped for- 
ward to speak. In his address he dis- 
cussed published statements regarding 
the president's attitude toward the sen- 
ator, and replied to a. publication men- i 
tloningf him as one of an anti-Roosevelt 
combination; reviewed tho investigation 
of the discharge of the negro soldiers on 
account of the trouble at Brownsville, 
Tex.; reiterated his views regarding re- 
cent 
railroad 
legislation; 
protested 
against .the Infringement, by one, branch j 
of tho government of tho rights of an- j 
other branch; declared that tho repre- j 
Kontativcs of the people in congress a.ro i 
accountable only to the people, and are 
not "properly subject to any other Influ- 
ence;" denied the right of any one ex- 
except his constituents to call him to ac- 
count, and sounded 'a note of warning 
against Increased surveillance of busi- 
ness men who need no "moral regener- 
ation." ' 
lie quoted a. published report that 
"President Roosevelt has drawn a dead 
line for Senwtor Foraker," and that "if he 
attacks President Roosevelt, President 
Roosevelt will be heard from in no un- 
certain tones." • 


Senator Foraker said: "The wicked 


flee when no man pursueth. I have not 
forecasted the character of any speeches 
I arn Intending to make, and if I had it 
would seem incredible to the average 
mind that such a story could be anything 
more than a mischief-making pipe dream 
of an over-ambitious correspondent. 
"That the prosidentof the United States 


should become personally engaged in a 
political contest to determine his succes- 
sor is without precedent, unless it be the 
bad precedent set by Andrew Jackson to 
Martin Van Buren. 
"That he would enter upon such strug- 
gle with a declaration that he. Is to set 
limitations upon the freedom of speech 
of tho.«ft who may differ from him, and 
that they are to disregard those limita- 
tions at their peril, Is without precedent 
even is the cnso of Jackson, and is so in- 
consistent with the dignity of his high 
ofllce and thtr-proprletle.l always to be 
observed, that I feel it a duty toward 
the president himself to enter for him, 
on rny own motion, a disclaimer of all 
responsibility for such a publication.

From the 
opening of court until the jury retired 
the fates deal unmercifullj with him. 
Beginning with District Attorney Je- 
rome's final argument and throughout 
the iudge's charge. Thaw had to listen 
to a scathing attack upon his charac- 
ter and to a narrative drawn fiom the 
evidence which was meant to strip his 
deeds of the halo of chivalric glory 
which his own attorneys had thrown 
about them. 


The judge's charge, lasting about an 


hour, was a concise outline of the 
law, 
and gave to the jary the alterna- 


tive of rendering any one of the fol- 
lowing four verdicts: Murder In the 
first degree; murder in the second 
degree; manslaughter in the first de- 
gree, or not guilty on the ground of 
Insanity. The statute governing the 
plea of Insanity was defined clearly, 
much stress being laid on^thf fact 
that an irresistible linpwlse fo kill had 
no place in the law. 


The judge also informed the Jury 


that an illusion, unless the illusion if 
true might result In the Injury of the 
roan suffering it, could not be accept- 
ed as an excuse. Altogether the 
charge, while consisting principally 
of a complete explanation ot the law, 
was considered by thoie who have fol- 
lowed the trial as adverse to the de- 
fendant.

New York, April 13.—The scenes In 


court attending the announcement by 
the Thaw jury of its inability to 
agree were robbed of theatricalism by 
the general belief that after their long 
deliberation and the reports of a wide 
division of sentiment, the jurors could 
make no other report. Thaw, stir- 
rounded by the members of hfs fajnilj, 
the devoted aged mother, the pale 
young wife, the titled sister, the Courf- 
tess of Yarmouth; Mrs. George Car- 
negie and Kdward and Joaiah Thaw, 
the brothers, received the news in ab- 
solute bilencc. 


When it became known that the 


jury was about to report, Thaw called 
his wiCe to a seat by his side and sat 
with his right arm thrown about her 
until he was commanded to stand and 
face the jurorsl Smiling and confident 
as he entered the courtroom, he sank 
limply into his chair when Foreman 
Doming B. Smith, In response to a 
question by Clferlc Penny as to wheth- 
er a verdict had been agreed upon, 
said: "We have not." 


The mother, her features hidden 


behind a dense veil of black, sat stolid 
and motionless. In ill health of late, 
she had felt severely the strain of the 
long hours of anxious waiting. 
The 


•wile gripped her husband's hand tight- 
ly as the jury foreman spoke,*" and 
then when he sunk down by her aide 
she tried to cheet him as best she 
could by saying that she believed he 


that a second Jury would surely set 
him free. The mother, the sisters and 
the brothers, pale and well-nigh ex- 
hausted by ttwir tedious, nerve-rack-

Jerome declared that there *ere many 
other persons accused of homicide 
awaiting trial, and that Thaw would 
have to take his turn. As to a possi- 
ble change of venue, both the district 
attorney and counsel for Thaw de- 
clared they would make no such 
move. Thaw's attorneys will have a 
conference with the prisoner, to de- 
cide upon their next step. They may 
make an early application for bail. 
Mr./.Teiome said that he will strenu- 
ously oppose it. He added the belief 
lliat as seven of the jurors had voted 
for "guilty," his opposition probably 
would be successful. In that event. 
Thaw has another long summer before 
him in the city prison, for his case on 
the already crowded criminal calendar 
can not possibly tae reached until fall. 


The jury, which has been trying the 


case since Jan. 23, made its report 
Friday evening. 


Comment of Harry Thaw. 


Thaw, when he had returned to the 


Tombs, gave out the following state- 
ment: "I believe that every man in 
the jury possessing average intelli- 
gence, excepting possibly Mr. Bolton, 
comprehended the weight of the evi- 
dence and balanced it for acquittal. 
All my family bid me :goodby with 
courage. I trust (D. V.) we may all 
keep well.'1 To his attorneys, Thaw 
said he was deeply disappointed. "But 
1 couH hardly expect Anything else in 
view of the events of. the past few 
days." Thaw had given out a state- 
ment earlier IB the day in which he 
said he had" desired" that" his' fate 
should be judged upon the "written 
lews" of the state of New York. He 
declared that he believed that the evi- 
dence had convinced even District At- 
torney Jercme of his innocence under 
the strict letter of the law. Attorney 
Delphln M. Delmas of California, who 
in making his summing-up address to 
the Jury, appealed almost directly to

The memorial 
hears the names of more than 100 for- 
mer members of the regiment who 
either died in Cuba or after the return 
of the legiment to the United States. 
T;he chief decoration, is a bronze tab-

President Roosevelt referred to'th*
